A REAL PHILANTHROPY.

Something unique In the line of
philanthropic endeavor has been pro-
posed by General T. Colman DuPont
of Wilmington, Delaware, who hap-
pens to be one of the wealthisst men
in that commonwealth. There ia in
It that which will likely be halled with
joy by the people of that state, Per-
haps, too, it will be & valuable sugges-
tlon to other men of millions who
seem (lisposed to devote portions of
their fortunes for the benefit of thelr
fellowmen.

Genoral DuPont plans, if he géts the
necessary permission from the Dela-
ware leglslature, to spend $1.500,000
or mare, if necesgary, in the construc-
tion of @ most modern good road
throughout the entire north and south
length of Delaware. This road would
be one hundred miles long and one
hundred fest wide, and would be built
to last for all time. And if General Du-
Pont is permitted to build thls road
he will present it in fee simpls to the
stale.

What ‘a2 monument sueh a road
would be to the memory of Gerrral
DuPont and to his wisdom and dis-
cornment? But above and beyond that
what an almost priceless acquisition
it would be to the people of Delaware.
A road of this sort running the length
or the breadth of any state in the
Union would mean as much or mare
in the development of the state pos-
sessing it than any other activity that
might be undertaken. It would be cer-
tain to stimulate the building of good
roads on the part of the people, either
through state or local agencies, 1o
connect with such a magnificent
boulevard so that the grentest possible
pumber of people could enjoy its ad-
vantages.

Indecd, this DuPont philanthropy
seems to be the very best varisty that
has yot been indulged in by any of
the many moneyéed men whe have
given millions and milions to this and
that praject, even though many of
them are most admirable. There is
much more to commend Such an un-
dertaking as General DuPont has in
mind than the service that such a rcad
would be to the people after it had
been completod. Think of the work
it would provide for great numbers of
men during the course of its congtrue-
tion. Why, If other millionaires wero
disposed to follow the lead taken by
General DuPont, and especially In
states where the population is most
congested, quite a kink would be
knocked out of tho problem of the
unemployed.

SYNDICATES IN GERMANY.
“German, unlike American, banks
have dirsct partieipation in Industrial
enterprise.’” says Eimer Roberts in the
March Secribner In an article entitied
“@erman - Goodwiil Toward Trusts.”
“The hank that gives extensive credit
to a manufacturing company has shares
in the company and a representative
on the board. Thus the bank has a
relution to production that simplifies
the organization of gyndicates and
maintaing them, because the banks are
able to cat with solldarity upon and
with the promoters of industry. Writers
and gpublic men in Germany like to
repeat that “trusts” do not exist in
their country. Certaln enormous busi-
nesses, such ag the Allgemeine Elek-
triictates-Gesellschaft or the Krupp gun
and armor works, in thelr monopolistic
character, are quietly disregarded. Pro-
duction and disiribution, however., are
controlled by syndicates so organized
that the policy of the participating
business I8 made over to the execu-
tive of the syndlcate, thus having an
essential characteristic of trusts, The
percentage of production is allotted by
the directing committee, the selling 1s
done by the syndicate alone, and the
syndlcate hoard is: in most syndicates,
supplied by each member in advance
with signed checks to be fllled in with
penaltias for nonobservance of the con-

tract obligations, The syndicate, or-
ganized as an independent company
with which the members muake con-

tracls, may be compared to the Ameri-
ecan holding compuny, and in this form
it has a status before the law and a
long record of legal existence dating
back to the middle of the last century.
The means for hinding members indis-
solubly teo the central organization
have been perfected to a degree un-
known in the United States or In Eng-
land. The breakdown of the old pool-
Ing system In the United Stotes was
chiefly due to the laxness of the con-
tracts, and thelr constant violation by
less scrupulous members. The trust in
America replaced the pool in Germany
any disregurd of the syndicate contract
{s almoet certiain to be discovered and
penatized, The continued disregard of
syndicate contract obligations would
probably bring about the financial Tuin
of the delinguent.”

The new German consus is completo
g0 far as the Kingdom of Prussia I8
concerned, whieh has 40.157,673 in-
habitants, an increase of 5,685,064 in
ten years. Germany takes a census
every flve years, and the numerical in-
¢rease In the last half of the decade
was but slightly more than that of tha
firct half. Nevertheless, Prussia alone
now has more pile than France or
the island of Great BEritaln, and the
total for the empire will probably be
about 68,000,000.

Since 1870 Geérmany haws surpassad
every other country in Eurcops In most
forms of material growth. She has
become a mighty power in trade and
finance, her army is probably the
strongest in the world. she has bullt
and rebullt splendid cities, her place
on the map is large, and yet there are
complaints even from the Germans
themselves,

For centuries the Germans wers a
raca of idealists. They gave to the
world mighty thinkers and began
great Intellectual movements, Liberty
was an Inheritance from the ancient
Teutons, who never vielded to Rome,
and it flourished in the Free Clties of
the empire when the rest of Europe
scarcely knew the name of fresdom.
Luther came out of Germany to
change the religion of half the white
world, and In the first half of the nine-
teenth century Germany was full of
men of geniuns. Now it 15 full of men
of business.—New York World,

THE PLAGUE IN CHINA.

By all odds thé most calamitous
happening In the world af the present
time i{s the spread of plagus in China
in epidemic end extremely fatal form.
There seems to be but littie attempt
to cope with it by any co-operative
preventive measures, either upon the
part of officials In the provinces
Mongolla and Manchuria, where it is
creating the greatest havoo, or upon
the part of the centrzl authority at
Peking. The government has solicited
the advics of foreign experis as to the
means of prevention, but there appears
to be no machinery or sanitary de-
fense in existence in the empire.

There Is, besldes, a dead weight
of passive fatallsmn among the mass of
the people, who will do nothing for
themselves and who &re suspicious
and distrustful of the offered ald of
forelgn doctors or missioraries. What
may be done to help people who will
not help themsslves is perhaps the
puzziing humanitarian problem of the
time. The type of the diseasa is In its
most deadly pnéumonic form. Tha
density of populaticn, the squalor of
the villages, the swarms of rals
(known ready carriers of infection)
and the absence of all proper medical
or pollce direction conspire to aggra-
vate the horrors of the situation. At-
tempt at remedy, under such cirecum-
stances, seems so futile as to take on
the appearance of hardihood.—Phila-
delphia Rm:ofd.

Lincoln's Education.

It is common for some¢ persons to
epeak of Abraham Lincoln as an un-
educated man. Nothing could bae fur-
ther from the truth. It is true that he
never took a course in college, that he
received no degrees from universities;
but few men have had & finer educa-
tion, using the term in jits broadest

An
And the

and best sense.
We are apt to think that education
comes solely from absorbing the

knowledge that is in bookse, from mem-
orizing what other people have
learned. This is one foym of educa-
tion, the most popular and the easiest.
Abraham Lincoln also had an educa-
tion in books. There were eight vol-
umes which he devoured in youth. He
had the Bible and *“The Pllgrim’s
Progress” for religion, a history of the
United States and a “Life of Washing-
ton"” for politics, Aesop’s Fables and
Robinson Crusoe for [terature, and
the Statutes of Indiana end Euclid for
sclence. This does not seam like a
large library, but there are few men
who know them =0 well as did Abra-
ham Lincoln. As one speaker at the
current dinners in his honor remarked,
Linecoln “fletcherized” these elght
books. For his university education
he did the same with Shakespeare and
Plutarch, .

1f every man were well grounded in
these ten volumes, thers would be
more solidly educated men today than
exist in spite of all our universities, In
the career of Lincoln one may trace
the Influence of each one of these
Looks. A man who has almost wholly
memorized the Authorizeq Version of
the Scriptures, Shakespeare, Bunyan,
Acsop, Defoe and Dryder’s transiation
of Plutarch has not only acquired the
finest vocabulary, but he has fllled
himself with literary style. In almost
all that Lincoln wrote whick survives,
there is the poetic element not only
in its imaginative quality but in Its
metrical aspects, In & current review
appear many of his noted letters and
apeeches in the form of blank verse
without the change of a word, and
they have a rhythm which is striking.

It was fortunate for Lincoln that if
he had few books they chanced to be
the best, and that he devoured them
until they becameé slmost a part of
himself. But he was also well educated
in human life. He knew men hetter
than any of his contempcraries, and {t
was no accldent that gaves him promi-
nence. It was because he made the
most at all times of hisr menger op-
portunitiee. No young men in this
country today has so few chances for
success as had Abraham Lincoln at
BLirth, or for twenty years thereafter.
The young man who fails now has
himself almost wholly to blame—
Philadelphia Inquirer.

Mountain Sheep Nearly Extinet.

It is doubtful If the United States
possesses today more than 7,000
mountaln sheep, with Wyoming and
Montana followlng Colorado with
probably less than 500 sheeo each;
both of thess states still permit hunt-
ing in spite of the fact that the ani-
mals are nearing extinction and that
the ranges in the high altitudes and
rugged mountain peaks inhabited by
them are incapable of supporting any
other animal of value save the moun-
tain goat. When the Wyoming and
Montana ranges, which might support
maay thousand sheep under normal
conditions, are Anally depopuluted, as
they are sure to be at a not distant
date, they will be unutilizged, desolate,
silant wastes.

Though Colorado still has so large
a proportion of the sheep, her ranges
could easily support many times the
present number, and to Fave the pro-
hibition agalnst killing suspended for
several years to come would appeal to
those interested in perpctuating the
species as little short of calamity.—
Dillon Wallace, in Outing.
